Social Regulations for College Women 


Issued under auspices of the Women's League, September, 1923 


All women students of the Oregon Agricultural College are housed 
in halls of residence or sorority houses except those working in private 
families and those living at home. Hence our social problems are our 
own. Through years of experimentation the following regulations have 
proved to give to the women of O. A. C. the largest liberty of choice 
with the least friction and intrusion into the lives of others. These regu- 
lations are elastic and can be changed as the College life demands, but 
until they have been officially changed they will continue in force, 
superseding all others of previous date. 

These regulations apply to all College women. College women re- 
siding at home will conform to them in so far as is possible with due 
regard to family life. 

All regulations are in force during the entire residence of a student 
at the College. 

College women are expected to conform carefully to the regulations 
of the College other than those included herein. 


Housemothers 


All housemothers, whether they be dormitory preceptresses, sorority 
housemothers, or town women who have signed cards signifying their 
willingness to be responsible for the care and conduct of the College 
women in their homes, will keep in touch with the Dean of Women, 
who desires to be of the greatest help. Cooperation in carrying out 
the following regulations will be much appreciated. 


Housemothers once chosen and approved by the Dean of Women 
are responsible to her, and through her to the College, for the welfare 
of the women. If they delegate this authority in part to members of 
the house, these members will realize that it is a privilege which the 
housemothers have granted to them.

A-1. Hours to be observed. 


(a) Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday— 
Closing hours—10:00 p. m. (Women will leave the Library in 
time to reach home by this hour.) 
Lights out—10:30 p. m. 
Callers may occasionally be received from 4:00 to 5:30 p. m. 
at the housemother’s discretion. 
(b) Friday and Saturday— 
Callers leave—11:00 p. m. 
Closing hour—11:30 p. m. 
Lights out—12:00 p. m. 
callers 4:00 to 5:30 
Saturday afternoon—open to callers 


Friday afternoon 


(c) Sunday— 


Afternoon calling hours—2:00 to 5:00 
Evening callers leave—9:30 

Closing hour—9:30 

Lights out—10:30 


A-2. Morning calls. 


Men who call in the morning do not stay longer than ten minutes. 
This applies to Sunday as well as other days. 


A-3. Preceding holidays. 


The hours on evenings immediately preceding College holidays are 
the same as on Friday and Saturday nights. 


A-4. Vacations. 


The hours on evenings during vacations and registration days are, 
with the housemother’s permission, the same as on Friday and Satur- 
day nights, except that on the evenings before days on which classes 
begin the hours are the sare as on study nights. 


A-5. Social functions. 


Social functions close—11:00 p. m. 

(With the exception of Junior Prom, Senior Reception, and 
Military Ball, which close at 12:00 p. m. if held on Friday and 
11:45 p. m. if held on Saturday evening.) 


A-6. Senior privileges. 
Senior privileges are granted for the spring term. 
Closing hour—12:00 p. m. 


A-7. Upperclass privileges. 


Seniors and juniors may, with the permission of their house- 
mothers, have one mid-week social engagement, but they will be in at 
the closing hour for week days. Freshmen and sophomores do not have 
this privilege except on evenings following registration, 


A-8. Freshman privileges. 


The week-end social engagements of freshman women will be limit- 
ed to one afternoon and two evening engagements. 


A-9. Telephone. 

After 7:30 on study nights the housemother is responsible for the 
telephone, calling the women only in cases of emergency. 
A-10. Register. 

Women leaving the house after 6:00 p.m. will register with the 
housemother and check off with her the time of return. Special senior 
privileges do not remove this obligation. 

A-11. Sorority women. 


A woman signing with her housemother to go to her sorority house 
will not go elsewhere unless she secures’ the permission of the sorority 
housemother and signs up at that house. 


A-12. Absence from meals. 


Permission to be absent from meals will be secured from the house- 
mother. 


SOCIAL 
B-1. Social engagements. 
Permission is secured from the housemother for all social engage- 
ments. Special senior privileges do not remove this obligation. 
B-2. Scheduling social events. 


(a) Social events involving only women, Sunday dinners, and open 
house are scheduled with the Dean of Women. 


(b) Social events involving men and women other than those in- 
dicated above are scheduled with the Student Affairs Committee through 
the office of the Dean of Women. ; 
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B-3. Procedure for scheduling events. 


(a) All applications for social events for each term are filed in the 
office of the Dean of Women within two weeks after the last day of 
registration of each term. 


(b) Fraternities, sororities, and clubs may not schedule events 
after the indicated period except by petition to the Student Affairs Com- 
mittee. 


(c) The Student Body and the various classes may schedule with 
the Social Committee of the Student Affairs Committee social events 
after the indicated period. 


(d) Changes in scheduled dates may be made at the discretion of 
the social committee of the Student Affairs Committee. 


(e) After an event has been approved, chaperons are arranged for 
as follows: 

Sunday dinner parties—1 couple; 

Dancing parties at sorority house—Housemother and 1 couple; 

Dancing parties in rented halls (both on the campus and in 
town)—3 couples; 

Picnics—Number to be designated in the office of the Dean of 
Women; 


(f) Chaperon cards will be signed by chaperons in person. 
(g) Students may not act as chaperons. 


(h) The chaperon card is filed in the office of the Dean of Women 
by Wednesday noon preceding the week-end in which the event is to be 
held. By ruling of the Student Affairs Committee, failure to file chaper- 
on cards on time automatically cancels the event. 


(i) When an event is to be in a College building, approval cards 
are secured from the office of the Dean of Women—one to be filed with 
the Superintendent of Buildings, one with the Business Office of the 
College, and one with the person in charge of the building in which the 
event is to be held. 


B-4. Approved events. 


Women may attend only scheduled social events. Approved lists 
will be sent each week-end to the housemothers. 


B-5. Fraternity houses. 


Women will not go to fraternity houses, except to attend scheduled 
social events. Women will not go above the first floor of a fraternity 
house without special permission from the office of the Dean of 
Women, except to leave and get wraps at a party. 
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SPORES 
C=1. Picnics: 

(a) Picnics have a six-hour limit unless special permission has been 
secured from the Dean of Women, regardless of the number attending. 
The time is reckoned from the hour scheduled for leaving to the hour 
of return to the house. 

(a) Women who go hiking, canoeing, in automobiles, or on horse- 
back will return before dark, unless extension of time has been granted 
py the Dean of Women. (Permission for such trips is secured from the 
housemother, whose duty it is to see that they are properly chaperoned 
when chaperons are needed.) 


C-2. Canoeing. 

(1) The student will take the College swimming test. 

(2) If she passes the test, the Director of Physical Education re- 
ports the result to the Dean of Women. 

(3) The Dean of Women will write to the student’s parents for 
their consent. 

(4) A written permit is issued to the student’s housemother, if the 
parents approve. 

(5) The student will secure her housemother’s permission to go 
canoeing. (This will be granted only to those who have complied with 
the foregoing regulations.) 

(6) The student will be in before dark. 

(Failure on this point may cancel canoeing permit.) 


C-3. Mary’s Peak. 

Women wishing to climb Mary’s Peak— 

(1) Secure from the Director of Physical Education duplicate 
cards, approving the trip. 

(2) Secure approval of Dean of Women. 


(3) Leave approval card in the office of the Dean of Women and 
file duplicate with housemother, 


(4) Secure housemother’s permission. 

(These cards are issued for each occasion and are to be secured 
during the preceding week.) 

GOING OUT OF TOWN 

D-1. Permission to leave town. 

A woman wishing to leave town— 

(1) Secures from the housemother cards with her signature, 

(2) Secures approval of Dean of Women. 
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(3) If a trip is not to her own home, the woman will secure a 
letter of permission from home to show to the housemother and to file in 
the office of the Dean of Women at the time the cards are signed. 


(4) Leave one card in the office of the Dean of Women. File the 
other with the housemother. (These are issued for each occasion.) 


D-2. Permanent permission. 


Any woman desiring permanent permission for the year to leave 
town over week-ends should have her parents send a letter to the Dean 
of Women indicating the place or places to which she may go, after 
which permission will be granted unless the Dean of Women has cause 
to feel that it would not be for the student’s best interests to have such 
permission. The permissions are for week-ends only and do not cover 
absences from any classes, neither do they remove from the student the 
obligation to receive permission from her housemother. 


D-3. Permission for vacations. 

Permission to leave town for vacations is secured as are other per- 
mits except when women are going to their own homes. In that case 
only the housemother’s permission to leave is necessary. 


CHANGE OF RESIDENCE 


E-1. Permission to change residence. 


(1) Women students not assigned to one of the halls of residence 
and whose parents do not reside in Corvallis, secure the approval of the 
Dean of Women before arranging for a place of residence. 

(2) No woman may change her place of residence without per- 
mission from the office of the Dean of Women except when the Director 
of the Halls of Residence shall see fit to move her from one hall to 


another. 
INITIATION 


F-1. Sororities. 

(1) Sorority initiations are scheduled in the office of the Dean of 
Women. 

(2) In case the housemother is not a member of the chapter and it 
is desired to have members only in the house, a chaperon is provided 
and her name filed in the office of the Dean of Women. 

(3) Closing hours on nights of initiation are the same as on other 
nights except at the annual initiation, which shall be held on Friday 
night if it is desired to continue after closing hours. Special permission 
to continue after regular closing hours will be received from the Dean 
of Women.

(4) The housemother’s permission will be secured if pledges are to 
be sent out of the house during initiation. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
G-1. Sunday. 
(a) Women are encouraged to attend church; therefore, they will 
return from hikes, ete., in time to dress for church. 
(b) No scheduled events may be held on Sunday other than those 
covered by B-2 (a). 


G-2. Official orders. 


Women must be prompt in response to an official order. Failure to 
do so may cancel registration. 


G-3. Illness. 

Women who have missed classes because of illness will secure from 
their housemother illness report cards which they may show to their 
various instructors. 


G-4. Fire. 


(a) By order of the College fire chief it is a misdemeanor for 
women living in the dormitories to have candles in their possession or 
to use “canned heat.” All other college women are urged to make 
this a house rule for themselves. 

(b) At the request of the city fire marshal women are advised that 
they should not attempt to put out fires but should call the fire depart- 
ment and leave the house at once. 


G-5. Serenaders. 


Women may applaud serenaders. The applause is simply to let them 
know that their courtesy 1s appreciated. Women should not appear at 
the windows or throw anything to the men or talk with them. Women 
will not encourage serenading after midnight as this is contrary to city 
regulations. 


G-6. Women in private homes. 


Women who are working in private families will not care for the 
rooms of men roomers. They will not go to men’s rooms except at 
their housemother’s request in case of illness. 
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
